This of conrse is & matter of opinion
It 18 an opinion, however, that ia sup
ported by leading authorities in arctic
miuttors, us wis shown, for instance, in
the recent session of the Berlin Geograph
ical society, when one of the honors o'
the society was conferred upon Lienten
ant Pearvy

His performance did not equal thet o
Gilder or of several other sledge parties
notably during the Franklin search
either in distince coverad or in averag:
rate per day, as The Sun showed month:
aro, It 8, however, the conditions un
der which such a journey is made that
fix its relative position among similar
performunces.

In the first place, his jounrney was made
many hundreds of miles north of every
other sledge ronte that is particularly
conspicuons both for distance covered
and for average rate attained.

Some of the comditions were wholly
new, It was the first time, for instance
that an explorer had handled a team of
Eskimo dogs on the inland iee.

Peary did not have & single advance
encho from which to replenish his sup
plies. Muny other sledge parties wore
able to establish such caches, or at least
there was the probability that they could
secure some game to feed their dogs i
dogs instead of men were in the truces
Peary had to face the probability that
he would not bo able to obtain & pound
of fresh meat, and he therefore had to
drag every ounce of supplies for mav
and beast that he expected to use,

All previous sledge work had been
done ut or near the sea level. Peary's
uledge work was done throughout at a
height above the sea of & mile to & mile
and three-fifths. For two weeks at a
heighit of over 8,000 feet he advanced
among clonds so dense that from the
renr of his sledges he could hardly see
his dog teams. For two weeks he was
ntterly nnable to stéer 4 course except
by taking the compass direction of the
wind and stopping every 15 minutes o
sea if the wind had not veered a point
or two,

Under theso and other equally unique.
untried and remarkable conditions Peary
miade a record which in point of distance
covered and average daily rate ranks
among the conspicuous arctic sledge
journeys, and the conditions under
which these results were attained muke
the journey the most remarkable of
slodging exploits, If two men huve
matched it elsewhers, it would be inter-
esting to know it.—New York Bun.
